Tuesday. 

The  odds  were  that  even  after  those  final,  June 
8,  elections  neither  party  would  have  a  clear 
winner  in  the  race  for  presidential  nomination. 
These  were  the  figures  on  Tuesday’s  competition:

With  57  per  cent  of  the  precincts  counted: 

Ford  5,044  or  66  per  cent. 


South  Dakota 

With  28  per  cent  of  the  precincts  counted:

That  put  each  man  ahead  for  half  the  20  South 
Dakota  delegate  votes. 

In  the  Democratic  competition  it  stood:

The  uncommitted  line  was  drawing  15  per  cent 
of  the  vote  there. 

That  translated  to  nine  delegates  for  Carter, 
seven  for  Udall,  with  one  uncommitted. 

Montana 

Ford  and  Reagan  meet  in  a  presidential 
preference  vote  which  will  not  bind  the  20 
Republican  delegates.  They  will  be  selected  later 
by  convention. 

Church,  fronV  next-door  Idaho,  was  the  only 
presidential  candidate  to  campaign  for  the 
Montana  primary.  It  will  apportion  17  Democratic 
nominating  votes. 

While  those  ballots  were  cast,  the  candidates 
were  at  work  in  the  big  states  that  vote  next  week: 
California,  Ohio  and  New  Jersey. 

Ford  entered  the  Tuesday  primaries  with  111 
Republican  delegates  in  his  column,  Reagan  with 
643.  It  will  take  1,130  to  choose  a  nominee. 

Carter  had  883  of  the  1,505  votes  needed  to 
capture  the  Democratic  nomination.  Udall  is  in 
second  place  with  301.5. 

The  numbers  tell  the  story:  the  June  8  primaries 
will  determine  who  gets  331  Republican  delegates 
and  540  Democratic  nominating  votes.

Orem  to  get  new  plant

The  Central  Utah  Water  Conservancy 
District  is  planning  to  construct  Utah 
County’s  first  water  treatment  plant  on 
Orem’s  northeast  bench. 

Orem  City’s  current  sources  of  water 
are  wells  and  springs,  the  quality  of 
which  is  equal  to  treated  water.  But,  the 
city  will  need  more  water.  The  plant  is 
being  built,  in  part  to  meet  those,  needs. 

The  Utah  Valley  Water  Treatment 
Plant  is  designed  to  process  water  from 
other  sources,  such  as  irrigation  water. 
The  plant  will  become  Orem  City’s  main 
source  of  water,  according  to  Harvey 
Hutchinson,  Central  Utah  Water 
Conservancy  District  engineer. 

District  officials  expect 
groundbreaking  on  the  treatment 
facility  no  later  than  March  1977,  with 
completion  in  1979. 

A  money-saving  direct  filtration 


process  has  been  recommended  for  the 
design  of  the  plant.  This  design  would 
result  in  a  $3  million  savings  in 
construction  costs,  according  to 
Hutchinson. 

Savings  would  also  be  realized  in 
operation.  The  direct  filtration  process 
uses  one-tenth  the  chemicals  used  in  the 
conventional  method  and  produces  less 
polluting  sludge. 

The  high  quality  of  water  necessary 
for  this  process  is  available  through  the 
Salt  Lake  Aqueduct  out  of  Deer  Creek 
Reservoir.  Negotiations  are  being 
conducted  with  the  Metropolitan  Water 
District  of  Salt  Lake  City  for  a  contract 
to  take  water  from  the  aqueduct. 

An  agreement  is  also  being  worked  on 
with  Utah  Power  and  Light  to  take 
water  from  the  Olmsted  Flow  Line 
which  feeds  the  power  plant  at  the 
mouth  of  Provo  Canyon.  The  water 
from  Olmsted  Line  would  be  used  to 


replace  the  water  taken  from  the  Salt 
Lake  Aqueduct. 

The  exchange  is  possible  because  the 
Salt  Lake  City  treatment  plant  does  not 
require  the  water  quality  necessary  for 
direct  filtration,  Hutchinson  explained. 

The  proposed  plant  will  have  an 
emergency  capacity  to  deliver  water  to 
Salt  Lake  and  south  to  Santaquin, 
although  it  will  be  used  to  serve  mainly 
the  Utah  Valley  area,  he  said. 

The  plant  is  designed  to  withstand  an 
earthquake  of  seven  on  the  richter  scale. 
The  frequency  of  vibrations  and  the 
maximum  horizontal  displacement  are 
being  considered. 

Although  slope  stability 
considerations  must  be  made  for  the 
site,  it  was  selected  because  the 
maximum  amount  of  irrigation  water 
could  be  treated  and  converted  at  the 
site  to  municipal  and  industrial  uses, 
Hutchinson  said.

Golan  Heights,  and  the 
formation  of  a  “rejection 
front”  of  radical  anti-Israeli 
Arab  states  aligned  against 
the  more  moderate  Egypt. 

At  the  center  of  the  several 
whirlpools  of  political  and 
military  conflict  is  Syria,  a 
leftist  Moslem  state  which

Chapter  23  of  the  Provo  City,  building 
code,  published  in  1973,  contains  the  major 
provisions  for  earthquake  protection.  City 
inspectors  must  approve  such  things  as  the 
consistency  of  the  mortar  used  on  all  building 
sites. 

“The  building  code  is  about  600  pages  long 
and  is  difficult  for  the  layman  to  interpret,” 
offered  Dickson  Markum,  a  local  architect. 

A  new  edition  of  the  local  building  code  is 
scheduled  to  be  published  and  distributed 
this  year.  “The  new  code  will  include  some 
provisions  not  mentioned  in  the  1973  copy, 
like  specifications  for  window  thickness,” 
said  Robert  Dalraymple,  Provo  City  engineer. 

“BYU  follows  the  building  code  but  does 
not  provide  for  any  special  earthquake 
protection,”  said  Paul  Rassmusen,  planning 
and  construction  engineer  at  the  physical 
plant. 

The  library  addition  is  following  the  1976 
specifications  rather  than  the  1973,  he  added. 

Insurance  rates 

Insurance  firms  offer  special  endorsements 
for  home  owners  policies  that  cover 
earthquake  damage.  Rates  for  earthquake 
coverage  range  from  $1.60  per  1,000  feet  of  a 
frame  house  to  $6  per  1,000  feet  for  a  brick 
building. 

“The  Wasatch  front  is  considered  a  high 
risk  region  for  earthquake  coverage,”  said 
Richard  Wiseman,  a  local  insurance  agency. 
He  estimated  that  only  one  out  of  a  thousand 
policy  holders  have  the  additional  earthquake 
endorsements  added  to  their  policies. 


TOKYO  (AP)— Two  severe 
earthquakes  hit  a  western 
part  of  the  South  China 
province  of  Yunnan  last 
Saturday,  Peking  radio 
reported  Wednesday. 

The  radio  said  rescue  and 
relief  teams  are  already  in  the 
quake-stricken  area.  It  did 
not  say  how  much  damage  or 
how  many  casualities  were 
caused  by  the  quakes. 

The  broadcast  said  early 
prediction  and  warnings  by 
Chinese  seismologists  helped 
minimize  casualities. 

Earthquakes  centered  on 
the  border  between  Burma 
and  Yunnan  were  reported  by 
several  seismological 
detecting  stations  on 
Saturday,  but  Burma 
reported  little  damage  and  no 
reports  were  available  then 
from  China. 

Peking  Radio,  in  a  Chinese 
language  broadcast  monitored 
in  Tokyo,  said  the  first 
tremor  Saturday  evening 
measured  7.5  on  the  Richter 
scale  and  the  second  one,  an 
hour  and  a  half  later, 
measured  7.6. 

The  Richter  scale  measures 
ground  motion.  Each  increase 
of  one  means  a  tenfold 
increase  in  ground  motion.  A 
reading  of  7  is  a  major 
earthquake  and  8  is  a  “great” 
earthquake,  capable  of 
tremendous  damage  in 
populated  areas. 

The  earthquake  which 
devastated  northern  Italy 
early  last  month  killing  more 
than  900  persons  measured 
6.7  on  the  Richter  scale. 

Y unnan  is  the  seventh  most 
densely  populated  province 
of  mainland  China.  Several 
large  rivers  run  through  the 
area,  including  the  Yangtze, 
Salween,  Si  and  the  Red 
River. 

The  capital  city  of,  the 
Yunnan  is  Kunming,  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  province.

Provo  proposes 
record  budget

Provo  City  has  proposed  a  record-breaking  budget  for  the 
period  of  July  1,  1976  to  June  30,  1977  the  budget  is  63  per 
cent  above  that  for  the  current  fiscal  period.  The  proposed 
budget  is  $28,565,212  which  is  $  1 1 ,057,988  over  last  year’s 
budget  according  to  Blaine  Hall,  city  auditor.  Last  year  the 
total  budget  was  $18,611,844.  The  budget  involves  16 
different  funds  and  covers  all  functions  and  departments  of 
the  city. 

The  city  budget  appropriation  of  $28,565,212  does  not 
correspond  with  the  total  appropriation  of  $29,699,862.  The 
budget  must  be  adjusted  by  the  amount  of  $1,104,650,  Hall 
said,  because  of  inter-fund  transfers. 

These  transfers  are  the  result  of  contributions  from  the 
electric  and  water  departments  to  the  general  fund.  The 
contributions  are  in  lieu  of  property  taxes  which  the  utility 
departments  do  not  need  to  pay  because  they  are 


city-owned,  he  said.  They  are  budgeted  as  appropriations  in 
the  general  fund. 

The  major  factor  in  the  increase,  Hall  said,  was  the  city’s 
extension  of  the  waste  water  treatment  facilities,  which  is 
required  to  meet  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  State 
Health  Department  standards.  The  requirement  for  this 
project  during  1976-77  is  $12,064,000. 

The  city  has  accepted  a  bid  of  $16,744,000  from  Centric 
Inc.  of  Denver  for  the  sewer  treatment  plant.  The  project  is 
now  in  Step  3,  the  construction  phase,  according  to  Lee 
Wimmer,  vice  president  of  Horrocks  &  Associates,  who 
handle  the  local  phase  of  the  engineering  on  the  project. 

The  total  costs  of  Step  3  is  $18,560,000,  Wimmer  says.  Part 
of  that  cost  is  for  inspection,  testing  and  a  resident  project 
representative  requirement  which  will  total  $622,720. 
Horrocks  and  Carollo  Engineers,  which  has  handled  the 
construction  engineering  will  take  care  of  this  project. 

A  federal  grant  from  the  EPA  will  cover  75  per  cent  of  the 
costs  of  the  project  while  the,  local  share  of  25  per  cent  will 
come  from  the  sale  of  General  Obligation  V  Bonds  and  sewer 
department  reserves,  Hall  said 


condemned  by  its  leftist 
Moslem  allies  and  priased  by 
rightists,  Christians  and  the 
United  States.

Assad  is  reluctant  to  see  a 
radical  leftist  state  established 
on  his  flank  as  the  probable 
result  of  a  Moslem  leftist 
victory  over  the  Christians  in 
Lebanon. 

He  would  like  to  see  the 
two  sides  continue  to  share 
the  government.  Presently, 
Lebanese  law  provides  for  a 
Christian  president  and  a 
Moslem  prime  minister. 

To  further  his  goal,  Assad 
first  set  up  an  arms  embargo 
to  stop  the  leftists  from 
getting  supplies  to  press  their 
increasingly  successful  assault 
on  the  Christians,  who  had 
controlled  the  country  for 
nearly  30  years. 

He  also  applied  strong 
political  pressure  on  the 
leftists  and  eventually 


dispatched  several  thousand 
Syrian  troops  and 
Syrian-controlled  Saiqa 
guerrillas  to  Lebanon  to  act 
as  “buffer  forces.” 

However,  he  failed  to  stop 
the  fighting  and  finally  on 
Tuesday  sent  in  an  estimated 
9,000  troops  and  some  200 
tanks. 

Apparently  seeking  support 
for  its  intervention,  Assad  last 
month  agreed  to  begin 
reconciliation  talks  with 
Egypt.  The  two  countries  had 
split  over  Egypt’s 
disengagement  agreement 
with  Israel. 

Those  talks  broke  down 
before  they  could  get  under 
way,  but  just  Syria’s 
agreement  to  hold  them 
brought  the  radical  states  of 
Libya,  Iraq  and  Algeria  to 
Damascus  to  try  to  pull  Syria 
back  into  their  camp. 

Those  countries  were 
among  several  forming  a 
“rejection  front”  last  month. 
The  group  refuses  any 
negotiations  with  Israel  oh 
settling  the  Arab-lsraeli 
conflict  and  opposes  Egypt 
and  the  more  moderate  Arab 
states. 

Soviet  Premier  Alexei  N. 


Kosygin  arrived  in  Damascus 
on  Tuesday  as  part  of  a 
Mideast  tour.  He  was 
expected  to  receive  a  note 
from  the  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization  given  to  Soviet 
Ambassador  Alexander 
Soldatov  on  Tuesday. 

The  note  reportedly 
protests  the  Syrian  invasion 
and  asks  for  Kosygin’s  help  in 
trying  to  keep  Assad  out  of 
Lebanon. 

The  Israelis  have  more  or 


less  watched  the  arab  pot  boil 
from  the  sidelines,  relieved 
because  it  occupied  its 
traditional  enemies  and  eased 
some  of  their  pressure  on 
Israel. 

An  Israeli  source  said  the 
Syrian  invasion  “has  not  yet 
tipped  the  scales”  toward 
Israeli  intervention.  Jerusalem 
has  warned  the  Arabs  it 
would  respond  strongly  if  its 
northern  border  is 
threatened.

A  warning  against 
socialistic  trends  in  America 
was  given  by  Pres.  Dallin  H. 
Oaks  at,  the  Snow  College 
Commencement  Exercises 
Friday. 

Pres.  Oaks  told  graduates 
the  most  serious  problem 
they  will  face  will  be  in  the 
private  and  public  sectors  of 
society. 

“The  public  or  government 
sector  will  have  a  serious 
problem  with  deficits  and  the 
private  non-profit  sector  will 
have  a  serious  problem  with 
survival,”  said  Pres.  Oaks. 

He  also  related  problems 
that  Great  Britain  is  facing 
because  of  its  past 
pro-socialistic  patterns. 

He  then  gave  statistics  to 
support  his  claim  that 
America  is  close  behind 
Britain  on  the  road  to  a 
national  budget  crises. 

Pres.  Oaks  said  for  every 
person  in  private  employment 
in  this  country  we  now  have 
eight-tenths  of  a  person 
receiving  his  or  her  livelihood 
from  tax  revenues. 

Pres.  Oaks  urged  all  who 
are  dependent  upon 
government  appropriations  to 
give  their  voting  support  to 
government  servants  who  will 
cut  costs  and  keep 
expenditures  within  income. 

He  said  the  main  threats  lie 
in  the  areas  of  ruinous 
government  competition, 
diminishing  financial  support 
and  increasing  government 
regulation. 

Turning  to  higher 
education  as  the  focus  on 
how  these  areas  threaten  the 
private  sector,  he  pointed  to 
the  150  private  colleges  that 
have  closed  since  1969. 

Stressing  the  fact  that 
government  intervention  is 
continually  causing  unfair 
competition  toward  the 
private  institution,  Pres.  Oaks 
pointed  out  tuition  at  private 
colleges  is  presently  five  times 
that  of  public  ones. 

He  said  a  competitor  as 
powerful  as  government  can 
easily  practice  elimination 
rather  than  competition. 

“At  issue  is  the  future  of 
America  as  a  free  society.  The 
private  non-profit  sector  has 
always  been  a  bulwark  against 
the  repressive  and  overly 
directive  influence  of 
government,”  said  Pres.  Oaks. 
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The  American  Perspective 
Lecture  Series  will  take  on 
added  importance  during  this 
election  year,”  said  Bill 
Sadlier,  ASBYU  academic 
vice  president. 


We  try  to  invite  people  to 
speak  in  this  lecture  series 
who  have  some  national 
prominence  and  Dr.  Nibley 
has  published  numerous 
articles  in  several  political 
journals,  added  Sadlier. 


“There  are  some  scriptural 
and  historial  accounts  that 
can  help  us  understand  that 
there  is  no  contradiction 
between  being  active 
politically  as  an  individual 
and  not  involving  the 
church,”  said  Dr.  Nibley.

certainly  appropriate  as  the 
culmination  of  the 
Bicentennial  approaches. 

“Davy  Crocket,  or  “Be 
Sure  You’re  Right,  Then  Go 
Ahead,”  is  based  on  the 
original  1872  script  by  Frank 
Murdoch.  The  five-act 
comedy  will  be  playing 
through  Saturday  at  8  p.m.  in 
the  Pardoe  Drama  Theater, 
HFAC,  with  a  family  matinee 
Monday  at  4:30  p.m.  Cost  is 
$1  with  activity  card,  $2.25 
for  general  public. 

The  plot  is  typical  of 
melodrama,  with  Davy 
Crockett  rescuing  his 
childhood  sweetheart  from  an 
unhappy  marriage  at  the 
hands  of  villainous 
cut-throats. 

Darrell  Hansen  has  the  right 
combination  of  bravado, 


modesty  and  justice  for  a 
perfect  Davy  Crockett.  With 
his  tall,  broad  frame,  rugged 
masculinity  and  respect  for 
womanhood  and  country, 
one  was  reminded  of  the 
modern  day  Captain  America. 

Petite,  saucy  Mary  Jane 
Hegyessy,  playing  the  heroine 
Little  Nelly,  is  the  ideal 
counterpart  who  idolizes 
Davy  and  despises  the  villains, 
but  is  woefully  resigned  to 
her  honor-bound  duty. 
Although  her  performance  is 
a  bit  insincere  in  the  first  act, 
she  quickly  wins  her  way  into 
not  only  Davy’s,  but  the 
audiences  hearts  as  well. 

The  play  uses  the  original 
programming  style  of  family 
entertainment  in  the  late 
1  800s  with  numerous 
variety-show  type  numbers 
between  the  acts  and  a 
rousing  finale  of  a  patriotic 
address  and  the  entire  cast 
joining  in  “Columbia  the 
Gem  of  the  Ocean,”  complete 
with  the  Statue  of  Liberty. 


The  show  suffered  a  little 
from  the  seeming  reluctance 
of  the  audience  to  get 
completely  involved.  Perhaps 
today’s  reserved  BYU 
audience  has  forgotten  how 
to  enjoy  a  good  melodrama, 
complete  with  cheering  the 
hero  and  hissing  the  villain.

Dropped  credits  may  affect 
student's  veteran  payments 


Students  receiving  veterans  benefits  they 
are  not  entitled  to  are  creating  problems  at 
BYU  and  across  the  country. 

The  situation  exists,  according  to  Ina  M. 
Robbins,  veterans  coordinator,  because  the 
benefits  are  mailed  in  advance  each  month.  If 
the  student  then  drops  some  of  his  credit 
hours  he  may  not  be  entitled  to  all  the 
money  that  was  sent  to  him. 

Mrs.  Robbins  said  the  problem  is  not  nearly 
as  bad  at  BYU  as  it  is  at  other  universities. 
She  said  her  office  keeps  the  Veterans 
Administration  informed  of  all  drops  and 
changes. 


“The  Veterans  Administration  has  a 
collection  agency  working  on  getting  the 
overcharges,”  Mrs.  Robbins  continued. 

Overpayments  can  be  returned  to  the 
Veterans  Administration  Finance  Office  at 
125  South  State  in  Salt  Lake  City  or  to  the 
Disbursement  Center,  Department  of  the 
Treasury,  Bureau  of  Government  Financial 
Operations,  Division  of  Disbursement,  P.O. 
Box  3031,  Kansas  City,  Kan.  66103. 

The  law  which  made  the  advance  payments 
possible  was  passed  so  students  could  pay 
their  tuition  whey  they  entered,  Mrs. 
Robbins  said.

Ancient  Inca  play 
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Come  in  Now 
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(Behind  7-11) 


The  pre-Columbian  Inca 
drama  “Olantay”  will  be 
performed  Thursday,  Friday 
and  Saturday  at  8  p.m.  in  the 
Nelke  Experimental  Theatre, 
HFAC. 

Originating  probably  in  the 
year  1  325,  the  play  was 
handed  down  orally  until 
1780,  when  all  South 
American  Indian  drama  was 
banned  by  the  Spanish 
Viceroy  according  to  Chuck 
Izatt,  director. 

The  drama  was  preserved  in 
writing  in  the  original 
Quechua  language  by  a  Jesuit 
priest.  Then  the  play  was 
forgotten  until  it  was  found 
in  a  Peruvian  monastery.  It 
was  later  translated  into 
Spanish,  French,  Italian, 
German  and  English,  because 
the  drama  is  only  one  of  two 
scripts  surviving  the  Incan 
culture. 

This  production  is  the 
result  of  a  new  English 
translation,  the  first  since 
1914,  by  Izatt.  The  play  is  his 
master’s  thesis  project.

to  BYU’s  Raimo  Pihl  in  1975. 
Brigham  set  a  personal  high 
of  7,847  in  the  meet  at 
Provo. 

This  year  Brigham  has 
upped  his  best  total  to  7,898. 
But  report  from  Eugene, 
Ore.,  indicates  Craig  may 
have  to  pass  up  the  decathlon 
in  Philadelphia  because  of  an 
illness  that  could  keep  him 
out  of  action  for  the  rest  of 
the  year. 

If  such  is  actually  the  case, 
Christer  would  be  the  man  to 
beat  at  the  NCAA  meet. 

“I  just  don’t  see  Christer 
finishing  in  anything  like  fifth 
or  sixth  place  this  year,”  says 
BYU  head  Coach  Clarence 
Robison.  “He  has  balance, 
scores  well  in  all  events,  and 
his  consistency  is  reflected  in 
the  scores.” 

Lythell  captured  the 
decathlon  title  at  the  Texas 
Relays  earlier  this  year,  and 
reached  his  personal  high 
(7,542  points)  in  winning  the 
WAC  championship  early  in 
May. 

In  the  WAC  meet  at 
Tempe,  Lythell  clearly 
dominated  the  event,  winning 
eight  firsts.  He  had  to  settle 
for  a  third  in  the  high  jump 
(6-2  7/8)  and  a  second  in  the 
1 ,500-meters  (4:48.0). 

Where  the  picture  differs 
from  recent  years  is  BYU’s 
lack  of  depth  in  the 
decathlon.  Last  year  BYU

Another  decathlon 
performer,  junior  Dave 
Powell,  has  also  qualified  for 
the  Philadelphia  meet  for  the 
Cougars.  Powell,  who  was 
runner-up  to  Lythell  in  the 
WAC  event  with  6,930 
points,  qualified  two  weeks 
ago  to  attend  the  meet. 

With  or  without  help  from 
his  teammates,  Lythell  will 
have  plenty  of  good 
competition  from  other 
collegians.

The  1975-76  WAC  season  is  over,  and  the  southern  schools 
dominated  the  No.  1  spots  ip  most  of  the  sports. 

BYU  captured  only  one  crown  outright.  The  Cougars 
finished  first  in  golf  and  will  be  competing  next  week  in  the 
NCAA  championships.  The  Cats  are  ranked  No.  2  nationally. 

With  a  tie  for  first  with  Arizona  State  in  tennis,  the 
Cougars  got  their  only  other  WAC  title. 

Of  the  other  nine  championships,  four  went  to  ASU  (five 
counting  the  tie  in  tennis):  football,  baseball,  wrestling  and 
gymnastics;  three  to  UTEP;  indoor  and  outdoor  track  and 
cross  country;  and  two  to Arizona;basketball  and  swimming. 

ASU  brought  recognition  to  the  WAC  by  defeating 
Nebraska  in  the  Fiesta  Bowl  in  football  and  being  ranked  No. 
2  in  the  nation  in  the  final  poll. 

Arizona  reached  the  NCAA  regional  finals  in  basketball, 
finally  falling  to  UCLA,  while  perennial  track  power  UTEP 
finished  first  in  the  nation  in  indoor  track  and  cross  country. 
The  Miners  have  a  good  chance  of  repeating  as  national 
champions  this  weekend  in  outdoor  track.
